Who knows but what the 
parish dog of Constantinople may still 
be seen by the tourist of a century (to 
come, though probably. not in sucn 
numbers as before the famous slaugh- 
ter of 1910! 

To Rid City of Dogs. 


This is net the first attempt that 
has been made to rid the city of the 
dogs. Mahmoud II., the reformer, why», 
in 1826, succeeded in killing off his 
30,000 Janissaries, was unsuccessful in 
tryfng to dispose of the dogs. The 
matter was broached several othsr 
times in the nineteenth, century, but no 
sultan or grand vizier was bold enough 
to undertake the task. These animals 
are peculiarly sacreq to the Mosiems 
of the old type, for they believe that 
with the removal of the dogs somo 
great calamity will befall the city— 
even that greatest calamity which can 
be conjured up to the:r minds, “the 
pushing of the Turk back into Asia.” 
That. however, is an old phrase which 
has outlived its usefulness. But just 
now an earfhquake, a great fire, or 
even a political upheaval would an- 
swer as the judgment of Allah. 


There are aertain popular errors 


about Constatinople dogs. The good 
health of the city does not, and prob- 


refuse was regularly collected, never 
did depend upon the scavenger value 
of the dogs. They were, on the whole, 
distributors of filth and a great source 
of filth themselves. In recent years 
the offal of the dogs, collected by sev- 
eral hundred dirty gipsy women and 
girls, and dried in the sun, has been 
shipped to the United States, chiefly 
Philadelphia, to the yearly value, in- 
voiced at Constantinople, of $50,000.

Roosevelt’s “Interesting and 
Happy Year.” 


HAPPY YEAR.” 

(From ‘African Game Trails,” by 
Theodore Roosevelt, in the Septamber 
Scribner.) 

Our Egyptian and Nublan crew re- 
called to my mind the crew of the 
dahabieh on which as a boy I had gone 
up the Egyptian Nile thirty-seven 
years before; especially when some 
piece of work was being “done by the 
crew as they chanted in grunting 
chorus “Ya allah, ul allah.” As we 
went down the Nile we kept seeing 
more and more of the birds which I 
remembered, one species after*another 
appearing; fam..iar cow herons, croco- 
dile plover, noisy spurwing plover, 
black and white kingfishers, hoopoos,. 
green bee-eaters, black and white 
chats, desert larks and trumpeter bul- 
finches. 

At night we sat on deck and watch- 
ed the stars and the dark, lonely river. 
The swimming crocodiles and plung- 
ing hippos made whirle and wakes of 
feeble light that glimmered for a mo- 
menht against the black water. The 
ungeen birds of the marsh and the 
night called to one another in strange 
voices. Often there. were grass fires 
burning, leaping lines of red, the lurid 
giare in the sky above them making 
even more soambre the surrounding 
gioom. 

As we steamed northward down the 
long stretch of the Nile which ends 
at hartoum, the wind biew in our 
faces, day after day, hard and steadily. 
Narrow reed beds bordered the shore; 
there were grass flats and groves of 
acacias and palms, and farther down 
reaches of sandy desert. The health 
of our companions who had been suf- 
fering from fever and dysentery grad- 
ually improved; but the case of cham- 
pagne, which we had first opened at 
Gondokoro, was of real service, for two 
members of the party were at times 
so sick that their situation was criti- 
cal. 

We reached Khartoum on the after- 
noon Of March 14, 1910, and Kermit 
and I parted from our comrades of 
the trip with rea) regret; during the 
year we spent together there had not 
been a jar, and my respect and liking 
for them had grown steadily. More- 
over, it was a sad parting from our 
faithful black followers, whom we 
knew we should never see again. It 
had been an interesting and &@ happy 
year; though I was very giad to be 
once more with those who were dear 
to me, and to turn my face toward my 
own home and pay own people.

In accordance with tariffs filed by 
the three lines, joint routes and 
through rates were cancelled with the 
“tap lines” in question. All of the 
“tap lines” transport lumber from cer- 
tain districts to junction points on 
through routes. Heretofore the main 
lines have granted to the “tap lines” 
the privilege of making through 
routes and joint rates to various points 
of destination in other states than that 
in which the traffic originated. 

Six Cents Increase. 

The effect of the cancellation of the 
through routes and joint rates is to 
increase from two to six cents a hun- 
dred pounds the rates on shipments 
from points on the “tap lines” to 
points in other states. It was urged 
upon the commission that such an in- 
crease in rates was unreasonable and 
discriminatory and that therefore the 
cancellation of the through routes and 
joint rates ought properly to be sus- 
pended by the commission until it 
could be determined whether the can- 
céllation was just or not. 

The case involves 120 “tap lines” 
connecting with the main lines of va- 
rious roads in Arkansas. Missouri, 
Texas and Louisiana—the yellow pine 
region of the Unitedq States. 

Protests From Lumbermen. 

Scores of protests have been re- 
ceived by the commission from lum- 
ber operators in this territory against 
the through routes and joint rate can- 
cellation arrangement proposed by the 
main line railroads. Such an increase 
would mean. it is alleged, the loss of 
markets heretofore enjoyed by the 
“tap lines’’ lumber companies. 

The tariffs suspended today were to 
have become effective on the seventh 
and eighth instant. They have been 
suspended until the fifth of next Jan- 
uary. 


RED CROSS SEALS 
TO BE SOLD CHRISTMAS 


Arrangements Announced 
a Bulletin Just Is- 
sued. 


New York, September 3.—Arrange- 
ments for the sale of Req Cross Christ 
mas seals for 1910 were announced in 
a bulletin issued this week by the 
National Association for the Study 
and Prevention of Tuberculosis and 
the American Red Cross. “A million 
for tuberculosis” will be the slogan for 
the 1910 campaign. 

ted Cross seals will be sold simul- 
taneously in towns and cities through- 
out the United States. Two features 
of the sale this year are unique, and 
will bring considerable capita! to the 
tuberculosis fighters. The American 
National Red Cross to issue the 
Stamps as in former years, but this 
organization will work in close co. 
operation with the National Associa- 
tion for the Study and Prevention of 
Tuberculosis, which body will share ia 
the proceeds of the sales. 

The stamps are to be called 
Cross seals this year, and are to be 
placed on the back of letters instead 
of the front. Last vear the postal au- 
thorities complained because many per- 
sons used Red Cross stamps in place 
of ordinary postage stamps, evidently 
under the impression that the Red 
Cross stamps would carry letters 
through the United States mails. 

Through its president, John 4A. 
Kingsbury, the National Conference of 
Tuberculosis Secretaries, has issued a 
letter calling upon all state and local 
anti-tuberculosis associations to unite 
with the national association in the 
sale of Christmas seals and the ex. 
termination of tuberculosis. 

Every effort will be made to 
courage the use of local stamps 
to encourage the distribution of na- 
tional stickers. lt is expécted that 
more than 400 anti-tuberculosis asso- 
Ciations and hundreds of Red Cross 
societies, in every state, will unite In 
the sale of Christmas seals.

gue. The Athietics were in the 
former league, and a team known just 
as Philadelphia was in the latter. T» 
distinguish between the two the news- 
pers called the National League 
eam the “Quakers,” and it is still used. 

One of the first ball teams ever or- 

anized in this country was the Atnh- 
etics, of Philadelphia. It was assem- 
bied in 1864, and had a place in the 

ational Organization - of Baseball 
layers, the first baseball league in 
the country. The name has been 
passeq down through all the years, 
and when the American League ex- 
panded and placed a team in Philadel- 
phia, the newspapers, with the tacit 
consent of the club owners, called Con- 
nie Mack's team the Athieties, Dde- 
cause it was a time-honored name. 

Comiskey adopted the name Whits 
Stockings for his team when the 
American League tnvaded Chicago in 
3900. I. E. Sanborn and Carl reen, 
Chicago sporting writers, were jointly 
responsible for the shortening of the 
name to White Sox. They could not 
make the longer one fit into the heaa- 
lines of the papers, and agreed to try 
the shorter one, with the result that it 
caught on and made a hit. The name 
Cubs was also of newspaper origin 
at the time Frank Selee took the man. 
agement of the Chicago National team 
during the baseba!l war. and filled in 
its ranks left vacant by the American 
League raids with youngsters, 
of the average stature or = er. 
George Rice, then a sporting wr te.,

The New York state breeding bureau 
is behind the plans for a big- 
ger and better meet at Saratoga 
next season.

The motives 
in organization were sincere and the 
work will go on as thoroughly and as 
earnestly as if the turf in this part of 
the country was at the height of its 
prosperity. , 

“The breeding bureau of the Jockey 
Club its one of the branches of the 
work that is receiving attention. At 
present its list of stallions, located in 
different parts of the state, number 
forty-seven, and the lineage and in- 
dividuality of these are of the very 
best. Many of them are stallions do- 
nated foe® their purpose when their 
services would have demanded and 
brought rich returns to their former 
owners, but personal gain was passed 
over in the desire to better the breed- 
ing of the state. 

“In keeping with promises made 
when the bureau was organized, the 
Jockey Club will offer this fall special 
premiums of $50 each, divided as fol- 
lows: $25 to first, $15 to second and 
$10 to third for the produce of stal- 
lions placed By the bureau, foals of 
1910. Thege premiums will be offered 
through the county agricultura)] socie- 
ties. The bureau statistics show about 
two thousand foals have been recorded. 

“The latest stallion to be placed by 
the bureau is Traveller, a son of Prince 
of Melbourne. He has been assigned 
to the army post at Plattsburg. Here 
there is sure to be a big demand for 
his service, for the recent effort to 
encourage the improvement of the 
mounts for the United States cavalry 
has brought considerable activity in 
the horse-breeding localities. 


Racing dates for the balance of the 
season, revised and up-to-date, are as 
follows: Windsor, August 20 to Sep- 
tember 17 to October 31; Toronto, Sep- 
tember.

Those long-expected automobile num. 
ber plates, which Secretary of State 
Phil Cook ordered from Philadelphia 
some time ago, will very probably ar- 
rive in Atlanta one day this week.: 

The first shipment of number plates 
is 2,000, and, as soon as they are re- 
ceived by the secretary of state, they 
will be sent out to the automobile own- 
ers who have registered and whose 
numbers range from 1 to 2,000. It is 
expected that fully 10,000 numbers wil! 
be needed, and the others will be sent 
out to the owners just as soon as they 
arrive. 

Mr. Cook is receiving on an average 
of 1,600 letters daily from persons who 
desire information regarding the new 
state automobile law and the detalis 
of registration. One oft-repeated query 
is whether or not auto owners are re- 
quired to secure numbers for their cars 
from municipalities tm addition to the 
state number.

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HARRY HILLMAN 
OW ATHLETICS 


The Publishers’ Press herewith pre- 
sents some athletic views written by 
Harry Hillman, the famous athletic 
authority, than whom few men are 
better fitted to discuss the subject in 
hand. 


By Harry Hillman. 

In athletic meets, in addition to the 
ability as an athlete, a man who uses 
his brain and thinks quickly is the 
one who generally gets away with the 
races. At the finish of a race you will 
hear the different fellows say: “If I 
had done so and so 1 would have won.” 
The idea is to do that particular thing, 
while in the race. Many of the old 
time runners, those who have been-in 
the game a number of years, wil out- 
general a new comer, althDbugh the 
younger aspirant may have Inuch more 
speed than his older rival. 

In his many races the older athlete 
acquires the experience, and alse 
trains his mind to think more quickly 
and act accordingly. He knows just how 
strong he is and can judge his pace to 
perfection, while the recruit either 
runs too fast in the first part of his 
race, and winds up completely ex- 
hausted, or runs too ‘slow at the start 
and finishes in a whirlwind style, only 
to realize his error in waiting too long 
for the final spurt. These faults re- 
quire a great many races to overcome, 
and the longer the man is in the game 
the more he becomes accustomed to do 
the proper thing at the proper time. 

Undoubtedly the averge person 
watching a race tmagines the athletes 
run just as hard as they can and fin- 
ish if they can. The men competing 
in the big championship meetings fig- 
ure out their races days ahead. They 
know just how good they are and who 
their competitors will be. Then they 
pick out the weak potnts of their ri- 
vals, and run the race the best way 
adapted to defeat their competitora. 

There are many instances of ath- 
letes winning laurels by using their 
thinking powers In 1906, at the 
Olympic games, held in Athens, 
Greece, Sherring. the Canadian. and 
winner of the Marathon race, used good 
judgement, so good, in fact, that he 
captured the race by a good distance. 
This particular race was run on the 
old Grecian course, and made famous 
by the Greek soldier who ran.in uni- 
form from the battlefield of Marathon 
to the city of Athens. a distanee of 
26 miles 385 yards, and then fell dead. 
In the 1906 revival of this historical 
event Sherring used excellent head 
work At the beginning of the race 
nearly all of the competitors started 
off at a wild pace the first ten miles 
being a series of iong hills. 

Most of the contestants were in an 
exhausted condition when they reach- 
ed the fifteen mile mark, and a ma- 
jority fell by the wayside. Sherring 
had planned his race weeks ahead, and 
when the leaders reached the 15-mile 
point Sherring was ane mile behind, 
running easily. He had carefully 
worked his way along, allowing the 
men in front of him to gain a big 
lead, preferring to walk up the steeper 
grades and save his strength for the 
latter part of the race. Consequently 
at twenty miles Sherring was leading 
by half a mile, and continued to gain. 
winning the race by over a mile and 
finishing in good physical condition. 
His rivals. with few exceptions ar- 
rived in rather poor shape. Sherring's 
head work and forethought not only 
won him the race, but allowed him 
to finish tn fine condition. 

At the same games Pau! Pilgrim, of 
the New York Athletic Club, out-gen- 
eraled Jim Lightbody, of the Chicago 
Athletic Association, in the 800-metre 
run. Lightbody had set the pace for 
the greater part of the distance. Ten 
yards from the finishing I!ne he wae 
leading Pilgrim by a couple of yards. 
At this stage he glanced around to 
the right Pilgrim. quick to grasp the 
situation, made a sudden spurt, passing 
Lightbody on the left and before the 
Chicagoan realized his predicament 
Pilgrim hit the tape one yard to the 
good.

Washington, September 3.—Hence- 


forth the census bureau will publish, 
for the benefit of the press, a weekly ! 
statement giving the population of | 
cities as shown by the reecnt census, | 
confining it to places which in nish 
contained more than 25,000 people. 

The first of these bulletins was is-. 
sued today and, excluding Philadelphia | 
and Rochester, showed results in twen- 
ty-five cities of more than 100,000 each. | 

Commenting upon the figures pre-, 
sented, the bulletin says: 

“Excepting seven, these cities made 
a greater absolute increase in popu- 
lation for the decade 1900 to 1910 than | 
in the preceding decade, 1890 to 1900. | 
The seven exceptions comprise Buf-| 
falo, Grand Rapids, New Haven, Pat- | 
erson, Pittsburg St. Louis and Toledo. | 
In the case of twelve cities the per- | 
centage of increase as well as the ab- | 
solute increase, was greaier between | 
1900 and 1910 than between 1890 and 
1900. 

‘In the aggregate, the population of, 
the twenty-fixe cities is -11,042,500. In 
1900 they had an aggregate population 
of 8,273,482: in 1890, 6,213,583. This | 
represents an increase of 2,059,899 be- ' 
tween 1890 and 1900 and of 2,769,018 | 
between 1900 and 1910. 

“The percentage of increase for these 
cities, taken in the aggregate, shows 
little change in the rate of growth, | 
the percentage from 1890 to 1900 being | 
33.2 and from 1900 to 1910, 33.5. For} 
the twenty-four cities exclusive of! 
New York city the corresponding per- | 
centages of increase are 30.05 and 29.8. | 

“The-total number of cities that had | 
a population of more than 100,000 at | 
the census of 1900 was thirty-eight. 
The number will be considerably | 
larger at the present census, because! 
some of the cities below that limit ten 
vears ago have now exceeded it. Of 
the cities whose population. has a!- 
ready been announced, Atlanta, Grand 
Rapids, Bridgevort and Albany have 
passed the 100,900 limit since 1900.”

To Win. State of New 
York To Their Way 
of Thinking. 


New York, September §€.—(Special.) 
Suffragettes far and wide. throughout 
the United States, are centering their 
efforts on New York. In a political 
sense, New York is now considered 
the pivotal state among suffragettes. 
By winning in this state, suffragettes 
believe that the influence wil] be so 
powerful that they will have no dif- 
ficulty in winning in the other states 
throughout the union where women 
are now without the ballot. 

Suffragettes here are not only cen- 
tering their attention upon the ballot 
at this time but are paying strict heed 
to everything that relates to suffrage. 
In addition to plugging for enfran- 
chisement they are seeking to prevent 
the establishment of a separate night 
court for women. They want men and 
women prisoners treated without dis- 


| tinction in the New York City courts. | 


Evidence of the universal attention | 
which is being paid to the fight in. 
this state is given by the personnel 
of the active suffragists who are lead- 
ng the fight here. Among them are 
Miss Mary Allen, a lawyer of Utah: 
Donald G. Hooker. of Baltimore, 
and others from distant states. 

There was a new departure. in the 
Struggle tonight when Mrs. 0. H. P. 
Belmont’s wing of the suffragists held 
a street corner meeting in the Bronx. 
Mrs. Pierce Bailey and Miss Allen 
were the speakers. Speaking for pub- 
lication, Miss Allen admitted the ef- 
forts of the suffragettes would be cen- 
tered in New York state for some time 
to come 

“People look to New York for prog- 
ress and the acts of the progressive 
people in this state are copied every 
where in the union,” said she. “Even 
if that were not the case the women 
here need suffrage. Political conditions 
are such here that women should be 
given a chance to assist in the puri- 
fication of politics. In such of the 
western states that have partial suf- 
frage, political conditions are much 
better than they are in New York. 

“We western women are much grat- 
ifled with the progress of suffrage in 
the east. We are also gratified with 
the attitude of the men. The New 
York man is as chivalrous as the 
Colorado man, and in Colorado women 
are allowed to vote. 

“Suffrage has made great strides in 
both the east and west. Formerly the 
idea was ridiculed in the east.

The previous altitude re: ord was 
7,064 feet, made by hiniself last Mon- 
day at the Havre aviation meeting. 

Just when the aviator reached his 
highest mark the motor of the machine 
suddenly stopped, after which the 
monoplane began a long and remark- | 
able plunge toward the earth. The 
f.naliy reached th< ground, 
of two kilometers (1.24 
miles) from the aerodrome. 

The huge crowd that gathered on 
the aviation field to witness the flight 
saw Morane plunging downward with 
frightful rapidity, andit was feared 
that the aviator bad met with an 
accident. Several automobiles were 
despatched hurriedly to the place 
where it was expected the machine 
would be smashed to pieces. , 

Morane was found dazed, but not 
hurt, in the seat of the undamaged 
monoplane, holding a barometer in his 
hands. He explained that he had 
tried, without success, 
the motor, and the velocity of the 
descent caused attacks of nausea and 
maddening, hammering of the ear 
drums, while the violent gusts of 
wind threatened to capsize the craft. 

Nevertheless, he controlled the ma- 
chine in its wild flight, and was able 
in the last moment to avoid 
pbarbed-wire fence and land easily.

York; Walter L: Fisher, of Chicago, 
and Prof. B. H. Meyer of Madison, 
Wis.

Roosevelt's Position on Tariff. 

Colonel Roosevelt also outlined his 
position in regard to the tar? He 
reiterated his belief in regulation of 
the tariff duties by means of a com- 
mission, and said the tariff should be 
in the interests of the workingman and 


not for the benefit of a comparatively 
few wealthy men. ; 
“T believe in such a measure of); 
protection as will equalize the cost of|

“J believe in such supervision of the| 
workings of the law as will make 
certain that the protected industry 
gives that difference to the men that 
We are most anxious to protect—the 
workingman—and if I find it is not 
giving it I would take off the tariff 
duty frm that particular thing.” 
Fault Is With the System. 
Colone! Roosevelt made two 
speeches on the tariff today. The 
first one, at Sioux City, lowa, contain- 


ed his references to the Taft admin- 
istration. In the second speech, made 
here 
his views on the tariff, asserting that 
although the Payne-Aldrich law had 
given rise to grave dissatisfaction, the 
fault lay with the system under which 
the tariff laws are made rather than 
with the men who make them. 

It was in the presence of Senator 
Dolliver and Representatives Hubbard, 
of Iowa, and Martin, af South Dakota, 
that the former president made the 
first statement concerning the Taft 
administration that has passed his lips 
Binece the day of his return from 
Africa, eleven weeks ago today. Col- 
onel Roosevelt chose a state where 
the insurgent movement is strong in 
which to make his first remarks at 
any length concerning the tariff, and 
took the opportunity thus presented to 
deciare himself in regard to the phase 
of the administration's work which 
met his approval. 

Through Four States.

Tartf® Making Methods Wreng.

“Whenever men just like ourselves— 
probably not much . better, and cer- 
tainly no worse—continually fail to 
give us the results we have a. right to 
expect from thelr efforts, we may just 
as well make up cur minds that the 
fault lies, not in their personality, but 
in the conditions under which they 
work, and profit comes, not from de- 
nouncing them, but in seeimg that the 
conditions are changed. This is espe- 
cially true of tariff making.

I believe this is fully 
committed to the principle of protec- 
tion; but it is to protection as a prin- 
ciple; to protection primarily. in 
interest of the standard of living of 
the American workingman. .I .believe 
that when protection becomes, not a 
principle, but a privilege and prefer- 
ence—or. rather, a jumble of privileges 
and preferences—then the 
people disapprove of it. 
To Correct the Trouble. 

“Now, to correct the trouble, it is 
necessary, In the first place, to. get in 
mind clearly what we want, and,. in 
the next place, to get in mind clearly 
the methed by which we hope to ob- 
tain what we want. What we want is 
a square deal in the tariff as in every- 
thing else; a square deal for the wage- 
earner; a square deal for 
ployer, and.a square deal for the gen- 
eral public. To obtain it we must 
have a thoroughly efficient and well- 
equipped tariff commission. ‘ 

“The tariff ought to be a material 
issue and not a mora! issue; but if 
instead of a square deal we get a 
crooked deal, then it becomes very 
emphatically a moral issue. What we 
desire in a tariff’is such a measure of 
protection as will equalize the cost of 
production here and abroad; 
the cost of production {is mainly labor 
cost, this means primarily a tariff suf- 
ficient to make up for the difference 
in labor cost hére and abroad. 

“The American public wants 
American laboring man put on an 
equality with other citizens, so that 
he shall have the ability to achieve 
the American standard of 
the capacity to enjoy it; and to do this 
we must see that his wages are not 
lowered by improper competition with 
inferior wage-workers abroad—with 
wage-workers who are paid poorly and 
who.live as no Americans are willing 
to live. But the American public does 
not wish to see the tariff so arranged 
as to benefit primarily a few wealthy 
men. 


the 


Favors Expert Commission. 

“AS a Miculis Luwara lic allainment 
of its end in view we have as yet de- 
Vised notning in any way as effective 
as a tariff commission. There should 
be a commission of well-paid experts; 
men who should not represent any in- 
dustry; who snould be masters of their 
subjects; of the very hignest cnarac- 
ter; and who should approach the 
matter with absolute disregard of 
every outside consideration. These 
men should take up in succession each 
Subject with which the tariff deals 
and investigate the conditions of pro- 
duction here and abroad; they should 
find out the facts and not merely ac- 
cept the statements of interested par- 
ties; and they should report to Con- 
gress on each subject ag soon as that 
subject has been covered. Then action 
can be taken at once on the particu- 
lar subject concerned, while the com- 
mission immediately proceeds to in- 
vestigate another. 

“By these means log-rolling would 
be avoided and each subject treated on 
its merits, while there would be no 
such shock to general industry as is 
implied in the present custom of mak- 
ing sweeping changes in the whole 
tariff at once. Finally, it should be the 
duty of some governmental department 
or bureau to investigate the conditions 
in the various protected § industries, 
and see that the laborers really are 
getting the benefit of the tariff sup- 
posed to be enacted in their: interest. 
Moreover, to insure good treatment 
abroad we should keep the maximum 
and minimum provision. 

Big ang Little Interests at War. 

“The same principle of a first-class 
outside commission should be applied 
to river and harbor legislation. At 
present a river and harbor bill, like a 
tariff bill, tends to be settled by a 
squabble among a lot of big, selfish in- 
terests and little, selfish interests, with 
scant regard to the one really vital 
interest, that of the general] public. 
In this matter the national legislature 
would do well to profit by the exam- 
ple of Massachusetts. Formerly Mas- 
sachusetts dealt with its land and har- 
bor legislation just as at Washington 
tariff and river and harbor laws have 
been dealt with; and there was just 
the same pulling and hauling, the 
same subordination of the general in- 
terest to various special! interests. Last 
year Governor Draper took up the 
matter, and on his recommendation the 
legislature turned the whole business 
over to a commission of experts: and 
all trouble and scandal forthwith dis- 
appeared. Incidentally, this seems to 
me to be a first-class instance of pro- 
gressive legislation.’

A work of value to embryonic car- 
toonists has recently been published 
under the title, “Drawing for News- 
papers,” by A. W. Brewerton, an artist 
connected at various times with The 
New York World, The Chicago Record, 
Life, Judge, but who is better Known 
locally for his illustrations in The At- 
Journal. The book, put up in 
pamphlet form and containing about 
fifty pages, is profusely illustrated 
with specimens of the work done by 
America’s greatest newspaper artists 

Mr. Brewerton's treatment of his 
subject is most exhaustive and inter- 
esting. Separate chapters are devoted 
to each of the following features: Ma- 
terials, practice, light and shade, the 
human figure, animal drawing, perspec- 
tive, technique, cuts, grouping, and 
cartooning. ° 

Believing that there are a number of 
people who possess a natural talent 
for newspaper drawing who are de- 
terred from entering the field because 
they do not know how to set about 
their work, Mr. Brewerton has tried to 
supply the desired information in as 
clear and congise a form as possibile 

The author does not offer his book 
as a substitute for an art course, but 
advises the pupil to take such training 
if possible. Mr. Brewerton is of the 
opinion, however, that a student who 
cannot attend an art schoo! can, never- 
theless, by constant practice, become a 
good artist. The book contains many 
suggestions which will help him attain 
this end.

Athens, Ga.. September 3.—Col. 6&5. 


J. Tribble, who defeated Congressman

Mr. Tribble addressed the commijt- 
tee and tendered the following: 

Tribbie’s Statement. 


“Athens, Ga., August 27, 1910. 

“Mr. Chairman: I see from your call 
that 1 am named as a contestint be- 
fore this committee. l am here in 
person to withdraw from your consid- 
eration my contest. When the report 
came from Elberton that I had lost 
Elberton by four votes I announced 
to my friends in Athens and all over 
the district that I was defeated. I 
was importuned to contest on the 
grounds that several non-residents 
voted in Elbert, one said to have been 
living in Atlanta several years, two 
or three living in South Carolina, etc.; 
but I refused. I was notified over the 
telephone of the official returns from 
Gaines’ district in Elbert county and 
of the effort to set up a street rumor 
in preference to the official returns. I 
then employed counsel] and instructed 
over the phone a contest. 

“T was shortly thereafter notified 
that the official returns had been re- 
ceived by the chairman of the execu- 
tive committee. I then instructed a 
withdrawal of my contest both to my 
attorneys and friends to see that it 
was done. I took the first train to 
Elberton. In the clerk’s office In the 
presence of at least a dozen citizens

It was at Edinborough I left off in 
my last letter, and since then we have 
seen a world of interesting people and 
things. 

Edinborough is a fine city, looking 
much more like an American city than 
any other we have seen. ¢ The people, 
too, look more like our own people, 
larger and more alert then the Eng- 
lish, better dressed. It is strange, but 
we have been mistaken for Scotch a 
number of times, both by Americans 
and by English people. I rather think 
that they are used to : northerners 
more than to southerners, and do not 
quite piace our accents, which, I am 
happy to say, have not as much of the 
rough burr. 

In Edinborough we went out to visit 
Holyrood palace, once set in the midst 
of the most aristocrati surroundings,. 
now surrounded by factory workers 
and poverty, a gray, dingy-looking 
pile never very imposing; woodwork 
poor, rooms rather smal! and interest- 
ing only from its association with 
Mary, Queen of Scotts. 1 was much 
more interested in seeing Lord Kitch- 
ener, a quiet, dignified, soldierly-look- 
ing man, who happened to be there at 
the same time. *’ Adjoining the palace 
ig the ruined abbey where Mary, 
Queenof Scots, and Lord Darnley were 
married, and where 1 was a little sur- 
prised to meet Charlies 1. again, for it 
was here that he was crowned. In- 
deed, it is next to impossiblie.to es- 
cape meeting Charles I. almost every- 
where in this country, and his por- 
traits are too numerous to count. 

We also visited the castie, a most 
imposing looking place from the street 
below, magnificently crowning a cliff 
right in the middle of the city, and 
visible from almost al! points.

Crowded, dirty, crooked streets, 
from which reputable occupation has 
long passed, and left nothing but its 
memory, and now only rags, squalor 
and questionable characters are te ae 
seen. Half-naked children swarm 
every block, besieging the traveler for 
pennies, shouting out directions and 
unasked-for information, five or six 
of them together, in an unintelligible 
jargon, making a perfect nuisance of 
themselves: babies crying, unkKempt- 
looking women and vagabondish men, 
It is said that this street had a per- 
fect fascination for Sir Walter. Scofrt, 
and it is no wonder. In that narrow 
old house, with the’ second story sv 
far overhanging the first, and the 
third still farther over the second on 
the corner where the street makes a 
sudden crooked twist, it is said that 
Jonn Knox once lived. There are 
queer little alleys leading out, ‘close, 
they call them, and back of the front 
stores, huddled together in heteroge- 
neous nearness, are shops and stores 
of all descriptions, some of them with 
old knockers on them showing that 
they were once the abode of wealth: 
washing of all description and 
color hangs from the upper windows 
and, altogether, Decatur street is re- 
spectable, or at least, much less pic- 
turesuely disreputable beside it. A 
little off this street, in\ the same lo- 
eality. is the old St. Giles church, 
where John Knox used to preach, and 
were some wrangling took place 
over the Dissenters’ doctrine. St. 
Gaudens beautiful. bronze tablet of 
Robert Louis Stevenson is in this 
church. The building is, in itself, a 
verv interesting one, and made much 
more so by its history. It was on one 
of the side streets mear here that 
Christopher North held his Ambrosia 
Noctel. 
We left Edinborough Wednesday 
morning; passed over the_ great Firth 
of Fort:. passed the Wallac®é monument 
built on an elevation in plain view 
from the train, passing Stirling castle, 
where Mary, Queen of Scots, was 
was crowned when 9 months old, and 
which is also the scene of some of 
“The Lady of the Lake,’ and arrived 
at Aberfoyle, from which tourists en- 
ter the Trossachs, a little village at 
the foot of the hills. Here the stage 
coaches awaited the passengers to take 
us back to Loch Katrine: beautifully 
set in the midst pf mountains. At the 
other end we again met the stage and 
were taken to Loch Lomond. It is not 
oniv the beauty of this region that 
makes it sought by tourtsts, but every 
foot is full of legendary and literary 
interest. and Sir Walter Scott has 
made it the scene of much of his 
writings. The haunts of Bob Roy. his 
cave. where his wife lived, and where 
he fled from justice, are all pointed 
out. It is on Lock Katrine that El- 
ler’s Isle ts shown. It. is all very 
beautiful. and we enjovéd it-much. but 
afterwards we found the English Lake 
region even more beautiful and much 
more attractive from many. stand- 
noints. We reached Glasgow Thurs- 
dav night and came on the next morn- 
ing to Keswick, the northern end of 
the Lake district. I could never he- 
gin .to tell the beauty and romantie 
loveliness of this ideal country, with 
its exquisite greenness. its 
lakes, set in the midst of 
mountains. its waterfalis and rills, 
quaint little villages, which seem to eke 
out a living from tourists, postal 
cards and tips. It is even more filled 
with the spirits of the great men of 
the past than tis the Trossachs. 
Wordsworth. Southey. Coleridge, Rus- 
kin and Mrs. Hemans lived here, and 
are living spirits in this country. The 
poet, Gray, and Mathew Arnold also 
lived and wrote of it, and left their 
impress on the people. Shelley also 
lived here for a time, and the artist, 
Romney. was born nearby. Keswick 
is a typical mountati: village, with the 
lake at is feet. a quiet, restful place 
where we should like to linger much 
longer. Here ts the Ruskin Home in- 
dustry. established and fostered by 
him. and astill*kert up as tin his life- 
time. the same woman at the head. 
The work is all done at her home. un- 
der hef direction and teaching, linen 
spun, woven and embroidered by hand, 
sold in the littie salesroom by her.

There isalso a school of art industry, 
where the most beautiful hammered 
brass, copper and silver are made un- 
der the same plan. Elbert Hubbard's 
Hoycroft is an imitation of tnis kind, 
qniy that his is a fake, established to 
make money. 

We took the famous Buttermere 
drive.the most beautiful one can imag- 
ine. Woodeg and shaded roadways, 
sometimes clear stretches of lovely 
views: mountains on every side, green, 
green at the base, with beautiful pas- 
tures, growing steeper and more bar- 
ren at the top; all divided off by ir- 
regular lines of stone fencifig, for the 
sheep, of which there were hundreds 
on the hillsides, perched upon spots 
so steep that one wonders how they 
cling, looking like rocks, unti] they 
meve;: rills and streams-trickling down 
the mountain sides until they form 
rushing torrents, often cascades and 
cataracts. We all got out and stood at 
the foot of Lodore Falls, made famous 
by Southey’s poem, and watched the 
water come roaring and tearing and 
galloping down. It is indeed a beau- 
tiful cascade. There were great 
stretches of purple heather, and 
patches of bracken wher the sheep lie. 
We climbed higher and higher until 
we were some ¥00 feet above the sea 
and vegetation became scarce. The 
roads were wild and steep and we 
passed through clouds that fell like 
| rain. Then down again into the yel- 
leys. It surely must have been while 
looking at these mountain, with the 
mists hanging over them, that the poet 
wrote 


“When the mists have rolled in splen-

This ig a most quaint old town, built 
much like all these old towns were— 
delightfully irregular—with half-tim- 
bered houses, the second story general- 
ly overhanging the first. There is one 
feature here that I have not seen 
elsewhere: whole blocks of business 
houses, calied “The Rows,” where the 
second story is open along the front, 
with balustrades. a row of stores back, 
so that the top of the first-floor stores 
forms a walk, and then the third story 
comes out again and forms a cover to 
this walk. You can watk along here 
(there are stone steps leading, every 
now and then, from below) and shop 
even when it is raining. Fine ‘idea, is 
it not? To be sure, the walk is quite 
mneyen and rickety. and looks 
though it might fal] down any time; 
but who minds that? It is all so 
wonderfully picturesque and so dread- 
fully insanitary. 

We are lodeine ona narrow, funnv 
old street called White Friars street, 
in a queer old house very highly 
spoken of in the “Rest Tour” book; 
but I must say that as a rule I prefer 
to look at these romantic old houses, 
but room somewhere else. Opposite is 
a walled-in garden where the thrush 
sings glorious bursts of melody every 
morning. 7 think of Browning’s poem 
—you remember it.do you not?—‘“Oh, 
to be in Engiand'”

rather small, with low ceilings, and 
such funny little doors entering to the 
hall at strange angles so as to avoid 
hitting each other. Our landlady is a 
tvpical English lodging house keeper, 
sharp and on the lookout for the main 
thing. And I guess she has need to 
be, for she has six children, and her 
ivsbend isan easy-going sort of man, 
who draws a meager salary as clerk in 
a drapery shop. It is re1llv amusing 
how sharp these Englishwomen wil] 
be, and how they will get ahead of 
one when they can.

NEW YORK’S EXPENSES KEEP 


PACE WITH THE POPULATION 


New York. September 3.-—-That the 
New York city government Nas, in 
some ways at ieast, kept pace wth 
the city’s growth as shown in the cen- 
sus returns, is manifest from a budget 
study compiled by the city statisti- 
clans. The census returns show an 
increase in population of 38.7 per cent. 
In the same tén-year period the city 
budget has grown from $90,778,972 to 
$163.030,270, an increase of over 74 per 
cent. The figures estimated for the ex- 
penditure of the actual city as spart 
from the county were for 1900, $7%,- 
201.763, and for 1916, $158,775,145, or 
94 per cent increase. The increased 
cost in the city government is partly 
accounted for, according to the budget 
officials, by the widened scope «f mu- 
nicipal enterprise. For exanipie, ten 
years ago, the domestic relations courts 
in Manhattan and Brooklyn, the +pe- 
cial schools for defective children er 
tuberculosis patients and the est#b- 
lishment? of play grounds were entire- 
ly outside the general conception of 
what the city government should Io. 

The expense of maintaining the city’s 
police force has increased more than 
a third in the decade. The board of 
education now requires twice as much 
as in 1900: $28,500,000 instead off $14,- 
500,000. The street cleaning depart- 


ments spends 50 per cent more, $7,500,- 
000 instead of $,5000,000. The health de- 
partment’s appropriation has grown 125 
per cent. The fire department. costs 
89 per cent more, $8,150,000 in place of 
$4,850,000. 

Figures for church membership in 
New York compiled by local organiza- 
tions, show that the number of church 
members of five boroughs ia 1,316,421, 
or 37.2 per cent of the new pupula- 
tion figures. In 1900, there was 1,233,- 
77 members of Christian churches. 
This was 36.9 per cent of the popuia- 
tion. 

These figures seem to show that the 
growth in church membership is 1.3 
per cent of the population. 

This growth, it tsa estimated, tg di- 
vided about evenly hetween Protestants 
and Roman Catholics. At present it is 
calculated that there are 440(788 Pre- 
testants to $69,648 Roman Catholics. 

A remarkable fact in the religious 
work of the city has been. the 
of the Lutheran church. Its additional 
churches since 1855 have been 23 
per cent of those bullt In Greater New 
York. Next to it comes the whens 
ant Episcopal church, which has built

FIRE. INSURANCE 
REVISED BY TEXAS 


Special Session of Legisla- 


Austin, Texas, September 3.—The 
convict lease system in Texas will be 
abolished and the entire methods of 
conducting the state penal institutions 
will be remodeled if a bill pledged be- 
fore the lower house of the state legis- 
lature is enacted in law as is ex- 
pected. The bill, which has already 
passed the senate, wiil be probably 
called for final action in the house on 
Tuesday. 

Under the terms of the measure the 
penitentiaries will be under the ex- 
clusive management of a board of 
three members, appointed by the gov- 
ernor. Instead of the lease system the 
State will purchase farms and build 
railroads to produce and handle agri- 
cultural products. 

The most stubborn obstacle to the 
passage of the bill has been the means 
to be adopted to secure the initial fund 
necessary to accomplish the purpose 
of the bill. It is now proposed that the 
money should be borrowed from tha 
school or general revenue fund. but 
both plans have met a vigorous oppo- 
sition in the house.

here the anarchistic organizations have 


made attempts upon the lives of many! 


officials, trains have been wrecked and 
the most barbarous plots unearthed. 
Beveral bombs have been throw'n at the 
viceroy, and no high official is safe. 
In the main the natives are quiet; but 
the unrest seems increasing and any 
international complication in which 
Great Britain takes part may precipi- 
tate trouble. 

On my way here to Calcutta I trav- 
eled with General Pole-Carew, a well- 
known British officer. In speaking of 
the army, he said: 

‘“Our Indian troops will be loyal 
enough as long as England is in the 
ascendency and her power in the Far 
East predominant. If we should have 
trouble with any other nation, such as 
Russia, for instance, and should meet 
With defeat, there would be a danger 
that the Indian army would fly to the 
worship of the rising sun. As it is now 
we hold India because it is a conti-. 
nent of many nations rather than one. 
The peoples are such that they cannot: 
combine.. The members of the various’ 
castes hate one another. The races 
will not mix and the religious sects, if 
left alone, would fight to the death. | 
It is in this that our safety lies.” | 

Said another general whom I met, 
here at Calcutta: 

"If the British rule were removed | 
for a week. India would be anarchy. 
The Mohammedans would swoop down | 
on the Hindoos, and the Goorkhes 
would loot and massacre the towns of 
Bengal. The only salvation for India 
is in a strong power at the head; and 
we manage our army Dy keeping the 
castes and sects in such divisions that. 
they cannot combine. We learnej that 
during the Sepoy rebellion and shall 
never forget it.” | 

The Soldiers Loyal. | 

I am told that the agitators are do- | 
ing all they can to stir up sedition in 
the army. Anarchistic publications 
are smuggled into the native barracks, 
and attempts made to create dissatis- 
faction among the soldiers.

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Lord Kitchener. I met him about a 
year ago here at Calcutta, when he was 
still in charge of the troops. He speaks 
highly of the soldiers as a fighting 
force and says they are loyal to the 
government, although attempts have 
been made to corrupt them. Lord 
Kitchener when he came to India 
about eight years ago found three 
armies, each confined to. one part of 
the country. He consolidated these and 
mobilized them. He made nine divis- 
ions, each of which had its own gen- 
eral and staff. These were organized 
for war and each could take the field 
intact, leaving enough troops behind 
to maintain order, Every division had 
its own transport and supply arrange- 
ments, and the divisional generals had 
great authority. At the same time ad- 
ditional officers were appointed and 


a military college instituted to supply 


others. Lord Kitchener reorganized the 
cavalry and infantry as well as the 
other departments, and it was during 
his administration that the army prop- 
er was divided from the department of 
military supplies. 

Military Supplies. 

This last department has now its 
Own secretary, and it ig one of the 
great business institutions of the gov- 
ernment. It deala with army contracts, 
the manufacture of olothing and ord- 
nanoe, the transportation of animals 
and food, and various other things. It 
has camel and cattle farms, and it 
supplies mules and horses and other 
animals for transport. There are sev- 
eral camel corps, and there are parts 
of the country where the camel] owners 
are given lands free on:condition that 
they hold a certain number of camels 
available for military service. This de- 
partment has also to do with elephants, 
some of which are used for dragging 
the great guns through the jungles 
and over the roads. In coming long 
distances both elephants and guns are 
transported by railroad. 

The chief breeding farms for horses, 
mules and donkeys are situated in cer- 
tain selected districts in northern India 
and the Deccan. The system is to pur- 
chase young stock and rear them on 
the government farms.

The officers here tell me that the 
army is the best paying asset in John 
Bull's schedule of East Indian invest- 
ments. It is kept up without taxing 
the people at home, and it gives him a 
big fighing force which he can shift 
to any part of the werld upon order. He 
used it against the Boers, and also in 
China at the time of the Boxer rebel- 
lion. In case of an Asiatic war of‘any 
description it would be invaluable to 
him, and upon the whole it makes India 
worth far more than it costs. This is 
especially so, as the Hidus pay the to- 
tal expenses of the Military supplies 
and of the soldiers. The cost amounts 
to something like $100,000,000 a year, 
but this is all raised by the taxation 
of Hinuastan. 

The army is not extravagantly kept 
from a western standpoint. The native 
soldiers receive something like two or 
three dollars per month, which is good 
pay for this part of the world. More- 
over, those who remain in the service 
for a fixed length of time are retired 
On a@ pension of 5 cents a day, and 
therefore, can luxuriate for the rest 
of their lives. 


The Police Force. 


In addition to the army, India has 
a@ large civil police. Every town has 
its local watchmen, and every city is 
patroiled by police with clubs in their 
hands. The loca!) Village police aggre- 
gate something like 700,000 men, and 
this would be hardly enough to give 
one to each village. In addition there 
are thousands in the cities, and on the 
whole order is fairly well Kept. The 
thugs and other castes, who, in times 
past made a business and reiigion of 
murder and stealing, have been wiped 
out, but there are still armed gangs 
who now and then go about com mit- 
ting robbery and housebreaking. 

The system of police work is excel- 
lent. ‘I'he watchmen are under the eyes 
or the head men of their Villages, and 
important crimes are reported to the 
districts, and in many cases the watch- 
men are responsible for the losses or 
thefts. 

very place has its own Police sta- 
tian and arrangements for patrol day 
and night. In the larger towns there 
are poiice commissioners and at the 
Stations lists are kept of released con- 
Viclts, Suspected characters and habitu- 
@l offenders. Such parties are care- 
fully watched and when they move 
their reputations go with them to form 
part of the biack list of their new 
residence. 


Professional Murderers. 


Upon such lists are the descendants 
of the thugs and members of the other 
castes, who formeriy made crime a 
business. There are many of

thieves and pickpockets. They teach 
their children to steal and lie out of 
it. They burgiarize houses, not 
through doors or windows, but by dig- 
ging through the mud wails with in- 
struments made for the purpose.

The road poisoners of . today are 
Said to be the descendants of or allied 
to the thugs. They work in smal!

One of the most common drugs 
iS Mux vomica, and another is the na- 
tive dhatura, which produces insensi- 
bility and death.

country. It is one of the famous pois- 
ons of ancient India, which kills with- 
Out. trace. One of the most poted 
poisoners of recent times used this 
drug. He was a policeman, who had 
learned the trade in jail. At his trial 
he confessed that he had poisoned 
hundreds of people, and he gave the 
details of sixty-nine murders. 

Poisoning has always flourished in 
India. The legends of the gods are full 
of the custom, and love charms and 
death charms may still be bought. The 
tanners used to poison cattle for the 
sake of their hides by placing arsenic 
in their feeding troughs; and, within 
recent times an attempt was made to 
poison an army of officials with diam- 
ond dust mixed with arsenic. There 
are traditions of princes and princesses 
who have been poisoned by envenomed 
robes like that of Nessus. 

Baby Killers. 

Until very recently one of the most 
common crimes in India has been in- 
fanticide. It is still practiced in some 
localities, being most prevalent at the 
times of famines. Such infants are us- 
ually girls. Many of the Hindus look 
upon the birth of a female chfld as a 
curse; and at a census taken not long 
ago it was shown that of the girls un- 
der twelve years of age of certain 
castes, about forty in every thousand 
were missing. This would mean the 
Killing of four girls in a hundred, a 
large percentage, indeed. 

Among the Rajputs of Northern In- 
dia the surplus female children were 
once destroyea4 at birth, and I am told 
that this still occurs now and then. In 
and about Benares there is a tradi- 
tion that if a girl baby be drowned in 
milk it may come into the family

All such capital crimes, however, 
are decreasing, and in the British 
states have almost disappeared.

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VALUATION OF HUMAN LIFE; 
WHAT FIFTY WIDOWS GOT 


-_-- —_

A torch carelessly exposed and a 
bale of hay. on Saturday afternoon, 
November 13, 1909, caused one of the 
most dramatic mine disasters in indus- 
trial history, and cost the lives of 
Andrew Dovin and 257 fellow work- 
men. Thrilling rescues by & heroic 
band of men who finally perished in 
an act of supreme sacrifice; sealing 
the shaft in the presence of an ineffa- 
bly pathetic group of women and chil- 
dren: the recovery of revolting human 
shapes; the rescue of twenty-one men 
buried alive for eight days—all this 
for weeks kept the press pulsing with 
stories of intensest human interest. 
This publicity acted with compelling 
unction upon the employing company, 
the giving public, city councils and the 
state legislature. In this, the wives 
and children of Andrew Dovin and 
his fellow victims were most fortu- 
nate. These men died a congregate 
death in a disaster that was dramatic, 

thrilling, spectacular. 

One year before this disaster, an am- 
bulance backed up to No. 17 Bond 
street, the home of Abe Miller. Abe 
was in the ambulance. He was a 
worker in a steel mill, and he was in- 
jured in handling hot metal. An ac- 
cident occurred in which he was burn- 


ed, receiving injuries which resulted | 


in his death. The only newspaper 
mention of Abe’s case was 4 three- 
line statement in a list of accidents 

The company settied for $500, nd 
promised permanent employment to 
Abe’s wife. She went to work, and 
her inadequate earnings were supple- 
mented by charitable relief. 

The circumstances of Abe's mis- 
fortune are fairly typical of fifty 
other fatal accidents of which informa- 
tion was obtained through charitable 
organizations in ten of the largest 
cities of the country. 

I want to consider the information 
about these fifty accidents, which oc- 
curred one at a time in commonplace 
obscurity, and to contrast the circum- 
stances of the wives and children of 
these men with what happened in the 
way of compensation and relief for 
the wives and children of Andrew Do- 
yin and forty-nine other victims of the 
Cherry catastrophe. The families of 
these fifty mpn, suffering obscure, 
one-at-a-time accidents, received in 
compensation $8,749—-$187 apiece. The

His royal highness is | 
anxious to visit America, that is cer 
tain, and there is high authority for 
saying if the necessary arrangements | 
can be made he will return via San 
Francisco and New York, touching the 
principal cities of the United States, 
particularly those having a great Ger- 
man population. 

If the prince of Wales in his 
coming-around-the-world trip should 
include the United States, it may be 
put down as a moral certainty that 
the heir to the German throne will do 
the same. It will be a matter of poli- 
tics which the kaiser may be depend- 
ed upon not to neglect. His royal 
highness will “start in November, and 
will be gone fer several months. 

Field Marshal Lord Roberts will be 
received by his majesty the Kaiser to- 
morrow in special audience, to re- 
ceive the formal notice of the acces- 
sion to the British throne. After the | 
formal reception Lord Roberts will be} 
received by the Kaiser and family. 

The great English soldier is greatly 
admired by the kaiser, who has a warm , 
personal friendship for him. 

Mysterious Spying. 

There has been a great deal of mys- 
terious spying on German military 
establishments of late, and the govern- 
ment is worried. 

Recently men 
known to have been foreign spies, at 
night endeavored to penetrate the 
sentry lines of two tsolated powder 
magazines in the neighborhood of 
Potsdam, Germany’s Aldershot. 

A bombardier sentry was pacing the 
distance between the’ two magazines, 
when three dusky figures emerged 
from the blackness of an orehard that 
skirted his beat, and a voice cried, 
“Halt! Who goes there?” and raised his 
rifle. 

There was at once a fiash and re- 
port, and a bullet whizzed past the 
sentry’s ear. He promptly replied with | 
his rifle, but the assailants had drop- 
ped flat on the ground, and in the 
darkness he could no longer see where 
they were. 

The sentry gave the alarm, and a 
corporal with another bombardier 
helped him scour the vicinity; but the 
assailants had no difficulty in con- 
cealing themselves from observation 
in the obscurity of the woods. 

As the corporal feared a renewal of 
the attack, he left both his bom- 
bardiers at the post, where they re- | 
mained together till the first glimmer- 
ings of sunrise were visible in the sky. 
Then, assuming the 4anger to be past, 
the second bombardier withdrew. 

A quarter of an hour later, three 
men once more suddenly loomed up | 
through the dusk before the sentry’s | 
eyes. He called upon them, and then 
fired. The shot was returned, and a 
revolver bullet struck him in the fore- 
arm and forced him to drop his car- 
bine. 

The other two members of the guard 
were alarmed by the firing, and came 
running up. The mysterious trio, how- 
ever, took to flight, and desperate ef- 
forts by the police and military au- 
thorities have since failed to throw 
light on the singular affair.

UNIFORMITY IN ROAD CONSTRUCTION. 


The importance of uniformity and standardization in road con- 
struction is urged upon road builders of the United States, by 
Joseph W. Jones, who has just returned from a tour of Europe 
is inspect roads, at the request of the department of agriculture. 

After traveling 6,000 miles over roads of every degree and 
kind and age, Mr. Jones is convinced that depth of foundation 
rather than width of road is what is needed in this country. 

In discussing this feature, he says, in his. report: 

“One of the great lessons of the internagional road congress, which I at- 
tended in the interests ‘of the department of agriculture, at Brussels, is the 
absolute necessity for the introduction of a uniform system of road building 
throughout the United States similar to the systems which have been adopt- 
ed in France and Great Britein. where the highways decrease in width 
according to the traffic. From my observation, the roads in this country, 
especially throughout the south, are too wide and lack the requisite depth 
of foundation necessary to insure permanency. 

The plan of some road engineers of providing a foundation of 
only a few inches for road pavements is radically wrong, says Mr. 
Jones, who finds that the roads in England, though the narrowest, 
are the best. ess 

Roads with shallow foundations are more expensive in the long 
run, because they cost more to maintain and must be rebuilt in a 
short time. ; 

Experiments in roadway construction are being conducted by 
the Royal Club of Great Britain, the Automobile Association of 
London, and the Touring Club of France, to the end of devising 
the best type of roadway. In this public-spirited work they are 
being aided by their respective governments. ' 

The road along the Riviera, in southern France, being con- 


structed by the Touring Club of France, will be, when completed, 


the finest stretch of roadway in the world. ee 
The recommendations of Mr. Jones may be applied locally to 
Georgia. Too many counties attach too much importance to wide 


rather than heavy road construction. 
Of course, a roadway should correspond to the volume of travel 
which passes over it, but an eighteen or twenty-foot country road- 
way is abundantly wide enough for all ordinary uses. Two wag- 
ons or autos can pass each other with perfect freedom, with several! 
feet of free space. ; 
Roads with good, deep, solid foundations should be the aim 
of road engineers and highway commissioners throughout the state. 
In this connection, the meeting each year of the men having 
charge of road construction, by furnishing opportunity for a full 
and free exchange of ideas, has been, and will continue to be, of 


invaluable assistance. 


The prison commission of Georgia should take the lead in this 


work and use every effort to keep up interest in the employment 
of convicts to the best advantage on the public roads of the state. 
Through the machinery at the disposal of the commission, they are 
enabled to lend great aid in the crusade for good roads. 


System, cooperation, coordination is needed in Georgia. 7 
The aim should be to work toward the construction of main 
highways first, and then lateral highways connecting with the main 


trunk lines. 

By this means each county 
a main state highway secures part of the benefit of all 
ir. all the other counties penetrated.

It has done so in spite of the fact that for several years Georgia 
has given grudgingly hundreds of dollars to its evolution, while 
other southern states have lavished thousands upon their techno- 
logical institutions.

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RELIGION IN THE UNITED STA‘ES. 


The right to freedom of worship guaranteed under the consti- 
tution of the United States has led to the establishment in this coun- 
try of numerous heathen sects with thousands of followers, in addi- 
tion to no less than two hundred distinct bodies of Christian be- 
lievers. 

Up to recent years there was no organized attempt to spread 
Confucianism in the United States, but an investigation by Dr. 
Fdwin M. Bliss disclosed such an attempt by the Oriental students 
at Columbia University in 1907. The Buddhists and Bahaists are 
represented in the nation’s population, and there are sixty-two Chi- 
nese and twelve Japanese temples in this country, usually referred 
to irreverently as “Joss houses.” 

The Orierital philosophies as taught by the Theosophists have 
four bodies with 2,336 members in the United States. 

While there are but 57 main bodies of Christians, there are 215 
church organizations, according to Dr. Bliss, with often but the 
slightest shading of difference between the professions of those be- 
longing to closely related sects. 

The report says there are no divisions in either the Roman 
Catholic or the Protestant Episcopal churches, But there are 17 
Baptist bodies, 24 Lutheran, 15 Methodist and 12 Presbyterian. The 
Salvation Army has 700 organizations and 23,000 members, all di- 
rectly connected with the main branch. j 

Of the less known faiths there are 15 Mennonite, 7 Adventist, 
4 Dunkard, and 4 Quaker or Friend bodies. 

This report of the census of religious bodies, taken by the bu- 
reau of the census in 1906, is of exceptional interest.

The charge to local associations for the use of the stamps has 
been reduced from 20 per cent to 12 1-2 per cent, which will make 
available $50,000 more for work in all parts of the United States. 

No movement recently undertaken by any civic society has 
accomplished greater results than the bodies which have thus 
joined in fighting one of the greatest enemies of the human race.

THE GROWTH OF SUCIALISM. 


_In a recent address President Taft predicted that the next great 
political movement in this country would be led by the socialists. 

The nomination of Charles Edward Russell, whose name is 
familiar to all magazine readers, for governor of New York on a 
socialist ticket, and the consequent activity of his friends, directs 
attention afresh to this new restless force in American politics. 

No sensible man, however bitterly opposed to the principles 
and tenets of socialism as rightly understood, will set down these 
oggressive propagandists as a collection of hair-brained and irre- 
sponsible fools. No more deeply thought out or comprehensive work 
was ever written than Karl Marx's “Das Kapital,” the Bible of 
the socialists. 

_ Socialism does not look for a political revolution, but an indus- 
trial revolution, which it feels can only be brought about through 
political means. It is the directly opposite force to anarchism, and 
is neither communism nor paternalism. 

The socialists believe that the present factory system is wrong, 
and that the man who furnishes his labor deserves a larger share 
of the profit secured from the effective combination of this labor 
and another man’s capital and directing energy. 

The ostrich-like attitude of mind which, by denying the potency 

of this movement, would prove it non-existent, finds no acceptance 
among the more thoughtful men of the nation. They see the trend 
and are preparing to meet it. 
_ And the forces of socialism are growing with amazing rapid- 
ity, though its beliefs and principles are a closed book to the great 
mass of the nation’s workers. On January 1, 1907, the party had 
regular organizations in 39 states, embracing 1,901 local organiza- 
tions, with a membership of 26,784. This year it is organized in 
42 states, has 8,200 local branches, and a dues-paying membership 
Of 53.575. 

But this does not represent the full strength of socialism. In 
1900 Debs received 87,814 votes as the socialist candidate for presi- 
cent; in 1904 the vote was 402,283, and in 1908 it had jumped, in 
eight years, 400 per cent, to 420,703. 

The principles announced by Charles Edward Russell as those 
which would control a socialist administration of the state of New 
York have a strangely familiar sound. In response to an inquiry 
as to what he would do, Mr. Russell replied: 

“First of all, a socialist government would establish the initiative, refer- 
endum and recall, so the power would be placed more directly in the hands 
of the people. We are only half-way democratic now. We are still some- 
what under the domination of the old idea that the few are divinely ordained 
to legislate for the many.’ 

Mr. Bryan and former President Roosevelt have within the 
past week made speeches to the same effect. 

Further, Mr. Russell demands an eight-hour working day; home 
rule for cities; a system of workingmen’s insurance; insurance 
against sickness and physical disability; old age pensions; municipal 
control of electric light, telephone and all public service corpora- 
tions, 

Other schemes look to the regulation of the transportation sys- 
tems, the proper feeding of school children, the regulation of the 
slums, Opening up unused land for settlement; equal pay to men 
and women for-equal work. 

A search of the campaign hand-books of both the old political 
parties would show insistent and eloquent demands for much of this 
same legislation. 

There is today in this country no universally accepted socialist 
creed, but, with amazing rapidity, the forces are gaining accessions 
and making themselves felt as a political force. | 

Just what the end will be, there is no man today wise enough 


to predict!

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EXORBITANT EXPRESS. RATES. 


The Interstate Commerce Commission is now turning the light 
upon the express companies. 

The system of doing business and the rates charged, which per- 
mit express companies to pay enormous dividends on comparatively 
trivial investments—sometimes amounting to less than the annual 
dividends—is to be brought under the searchlight of an official in- 
quiry. Heretofore rates have been made as fancy dictated. 

The Illinois commission recently held that the express rates 
charged in that state were excessive, unfair and in many instances 
discriminatory. : 

That this verdict could with equal truth be rendered against 
rates charged in other states is the belief of shippers generally. 

In commenting upon the Il]linois decision, The Chicago Record- 
Herald says editorially: 


Its order is in no sense unexpected, and the national commission 
is practically certain to take similar action. The briefs of the shippers 
are strong, and there are unchallenged facts and figures in them which 
speak louder than any general complaints. The time has unmistakably 
come to regulate and readjust express rates. 


It is admitted by the railroad men themselves that there is no 
part of the railroad business more profitable, or more in need of 
regulation, than the express business. 

It required the most terrific fighting to bring the express com- 
panies under the jurisdiction of the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion. While Senator T. C. Platt, of New York, was in the senate, 
he fought the proposal bitterly. Mr. Platt was president of the 
United States Express Company until his death. ' 

Finally, in 1906, the Hepburn-Dolliver bill went through con- 
gress over the bitter opposition of the express company influence. 
Since the passage of the measure, however, the commission has had 
its time, energy and attention consumed with problems of freight 
rate regulation. 

Now, in response to the demands of innumerable shippers— 
north, south and west—it has been impelled to give attention to 
the alleged discriminations and unjust express rates now 1n force.

She 
demurred, and when finally accused of the attempt to smuggle, both 
she and her husband protested vehemently. Their young daughter, 
who was present and knew the facts, was amazed at the barefaced 
fraud attempted. 

The pearls were found strung on tHe wires of the woman’s hat, 
and now she faces prosecution and imprisonment. 

The usual attempts at smuggling are popularly classed as very 
trivial offenses, and it needs an occasional prosecution to convince 
the returning tourists that the law must be regarded.

Editor Constitution: About 40 years 
ago, while residing in Perry, Ga. I 
published in The Macon Telegraph an 
account of the killing of Major General 
Philip Kearny at the battle of Chan- 
tilly (sometimes called Ox Hill), on’ 
September 1, 1862. A lady friend of | 
mine, who formerly lived in Newark, | 
N. J. the home of the Kearnys, in- | 


formed me that she sent a copy of the | 
paper to the family of General Kearny. 
This was the first circumstantial ac- 
countiof the killing I saw in print. 

A few years ago someone under- 
took to give the facts about it, but! 
he was badiy off in his narrative and, 
my recollection is he ascribed the kill- | 
ing to some Texas man I then wrote! 
again, giving the facts as I knew them | 
to be and also the names and addresses 
of living eyewitnesses who would cor- |. 
roborate my statements. It is not a, 
matter of any great importance to the, 
general public, but when the story is! 
told it is best to tell it correctly: My 
account was copied in The Confederate 
Veteran, at Nashville, and accepted edi- 
torially as the correct one. 

In your paper of March 24, 19190, ap- | 
pears what purports to be an account| 
of the affair and subsequent events re- | 


lating to it by Heck Thomas, of ws

The twilight was almost 
gone. The battle was ended, but there’) 
was still some movement of troops on! 
both sides. in the darkness and con-| 
fusion there was some disorder in)! 
Thomas’ brigade and some of the regi- 
ments partly overlapped each other. 
Thinking the firing might be renewed 
and that the brigade should be put in 
fighting order, I went to find General 
Thomas to get orders, he having aD-| 
parently gotten separated from hig} 
brigade just at that time. | 

When I was some two or three hun- | 
dred yards from my regiment I no- | 
ticed a column of troops march up and 
halt almnost at right angles with ous 
badly formed line of battle. There'| 
was a fence between us, but 1 saw a 
large United States flag float out on 
the night breeze.

Everything remained ‘quiet for a 
while and I was ordered by General 
Thomas to remain on the Jiela with 
the Forty-fifth Georgia and watch for | 
any demonstration by the enemy, | 
while the balance of the army retired 
to replenish their rations. Colonel 
Hardeman and Lieutenant Colonel | 
Simmons were both absent on account | 
of severe wounds. I took the reg:- 
ment back a short distance, and | 
though the order was to have no fires, 
we built one fire at headquarters to! 
allow some of us to warm and dry our 
clothes, as a cold wind and rain came | 
on while the battle was in progress. 
We remained at this bivouac for sev- 
eral hours, and maybe all night, until 
we were ordered away. 

A wounded federal captain or lieu- 
tenant was brought to this camp fire 
and laid on the ground. Soon after- 
wards General Kearny'’s body was 
brought in. 

He had then been dead some 
time and was, perhaps, found by_ the 
ambulance corps in search of the 
wounded.

General Kearny and his body lay there | 
until we left that camp.

“I am, sir, respectfully, your obedi- 
ent servant, R. E. LEE, Generali.” 

Un October 4 Generag Lee wrote to 
the secretary of war for permission to 
send the sword, horse and saddie te 
Mrs. Kearny, who had requested him 
to do this. Four days afterwards the 
secretary wrote to General Lee grant- 
ing the requests but before getting this 
permission, Lee sent the horse, saddle 


; 4nd sword to Mrs. Kearny, as appears 


by the following letter: 
“Headquarters, 
“Army of Northern Virginia, 
“October 4, 1863. 
“Major General George B. McClellan, 
Commanding Army of the Potomac. 

“General: I have the honor to in- 
close a letter to Mrs. Philip Kearny, 
and at the same time to commit toe 
your care the sword, horse and saddle 
of Major General Kearny, which fell 
into our hands at the time of his 
death. Mrs. Kearny expressed a great 
desire to obtain the sword and horse 
of her husband, and I beg leave to hope 
that it may be conyenient te you te 
forward them to her. 

“The horse has accompanied the 
march since its capture and may have 
suffered from the journey. The bridle 
was either lost at the time of the cap- 
ture or has not been recovered. 

“I am most respectfully, 
“Your obedient eae 
“R. E. LEB, 


“General Commanding.” 

This letter was answered by Gen- 
eral MeClellan in a courteous note 
dated October 5, saying the horse, sade 
die and sword would be sent to Mra 
Kearny at the earliest opportunity. 

On October 6 Lee again wrote te 
the secretary of war, giving as his 
reason for sending these articles be- 
fore receiving permission, that th@ 
army was about to move and it was 
necessary to act,at once. But before 
sending them, he, by an order, assame- 
bled a board of assessors, of which Gen- 
eral J. E. B. Stuart was president, 
to value the horse and saddie which 
had been turned over to the quar- 
termaster’s department, and in his let- 
ter to the secretary, he said if his re- 
quest to send them to Mrs. Kearny free 
was not granted they would be paid for 
at the valuation placed on them by the 
board of assesors. He said he consid- 
ered that the sword was the private 
property of the deceased and should 
be sent to his family. Lee evidently 
intended to pay for these things him- 
self if they were not sent free to Mrs. 
Kearny. This shows his nice sense 
of justice, as well as his considera- 
tion for the widow of his old West 
Point and Mexican war friend. 

Al] this correspondence and the ore 
Ger relating to the matter can be seen 
by the few who have access to The 
Official War Record of the Union and 
Confederate Armies, published by the 
government in Series Il, volume 18, part 
3, page 807, and Series I, volume 19, 
part 2, pages 38! and 384. 

I did not see the horse, but I never 
heard before that he was a stallion, 
and in Lee's letter to McClellan he 
apologizes for his sorry plight, which 
he politely attributes to hard gser- 
vice. Besides, an old man as General 
Kearny was, with one arm, would not 
choose such a spirited anima] as Mr. 
Thomas describes. Lee also notes that 
the sword was a light one with a 
leather scabbard, suitable for a dis- 
abled man, and it could not have been 
drawn and gleaming in the raya of 
the sun after dark. There was no oce 
casion for a drawn sword, and surely 
the horse and rider were not posing, ag 
s> vividly portrayed by Mr. Thomas. 
Coming down to actual facts, there 
was no prancing stallion, no flashing 
sword, no saliuting by the confederates, 
no throwing of the bridle over the 
rider's head and fio posing by that 
perpiexed officer as he faced those 


|armed men. 


Mr. Thomas, perhaps, tried to tell of 
the affair as he thought it was, but it 
seems strange that a boy of 12 years 
who did not belong to the army should 
be on the firing line to see these 
things, and still more strange that he 
bhoula be sent into the enemy's line 
with a flag of truce. He must be 
mistaken in saying he saw Mrs. Kear- 
ny and in what she said to him. I 
cannot believe she was with the army 
a month after her husband's death, and 
I never heard of her being there at 
any time, although, of course, it ig pos- 
sible he saw and talked to her ag 
stated by him. 

As The Constitution 414 not publish 
the letter of Mr. Heck Thomas, but 
undertook to give the substance of it 
in its own language, it may be that 
the reporter put some trimmings on 
the narrative, or from so0me ether 
chuse got things in the paper which 
Mr. Thomas did not put tn his letter. 
However this may be, the paper’s ac- 
coant of it is incorrect tn several r-

EAD TOWNS IN GEORGIA. 


By Mrs. J. 8. Walker, 

On land lying between the Altamaha 
and St. Johns rivers, the little town of 
Brandon maintained aq _ feeble exist- 
ence, and finally merged into a village 
called Wrightsboro. 

McCall tells of a skirmish which 
took place near this town, in which 
twenty white men were engaged with 
150 Indians. Grant Weatherford, Ham- 
mond and Ayers 
man wounded. The Indians burned the 
fort and housess which had been aban- 
doned by the inhabitants, who had re- 
treated to places of security. Only two 
Indians were killed. 

Edmund Gray, the founder of 
Wrightsboro, was a pretended Quaker, 
who came from Virginia with a number 
of undesirables as followers, such as 
criminals and debtors, who were anx- 
ious to escape the demands of their 
creditors. 

This place was one of the most im- 
portant towns of the “Tallassee coun- 
ty” prior to the war of the revolution. 
There lived here four of the most 
prominent military leaders of the 
times—Colonel William Candler, Colo- 
nels Benjamin and William Few and 
their younger brother, Major Ignatius 
Few, all of whom afterwards became 
leading men of Richmond county, 

The town of Wrightsboro is situated 
in the northern part of McDuffie coun- 
ty, and has been abandoned. Its un- 
eventful life has left little for the his- 
torlan to record, and nothing of it ex- 
ists now but the land upon which it 
was built and the story of its once 
having lived.

As a rule, clothes and millinery are 
so much marked down by midsummer 
that it does not pay to fuss much with 
renovations. Better buy a new hat or 
wash frock than fret yourself tinker- 
ing with those that have done good 
service. 

In hats, especially, it hardly pays to 
buy too costly ones in summer. If you 
can get good style early in the season 
cheaply, do s0, then renew the stock 
by mid-July.

be white or light, clean with equal 
parts of salt and sulphur or with crusts 
or dried bread; if black or dark, wipe 
off with alcohoL : 

Ribbons are generally hopelessly 
faded. Instead of trying to turn them, 
do some home dyeing. Full directions 
are given On packages of dye-for silk. 
Never attempt this coloring without 
first cleaning the ribbon. 

If only sotled, ribbon may be frésh- 
ened by a gasoline bath. Let it dry 
wrapped around a glass jar or stone 
sug. 

In retrimming, change arrangement 
} to cover hatpin holes and breaks. Put 
on fresh flowers, as these rarely ean 
be cleaned to look like new, though 
they can be touched up with dry rouge. 

Sometimes straw braid its put on a 
Yew frame. For sewing the straw-— 
the frame being first covered with 
gauze—use a strong thread and short, 
roung-eyec needie. A long milliner’s 
needle answers best for trimming. 

Bows, especially when of gauze -or 
maline, should be carefully wired with 
a fine milliner’s wire. The séewing 
shows less if a cotton instead of silk 
thread is used for sewing.

MRS. WILLET’S LETTER. 


My visit to our Federation School at Tallulah Falls carries me back to 
the myth age, to the time of the sovereignty of the magician. Especially 
do I recall the story of the great giant, with his seven-league boots and his 
wonderful strides and feats. 

We club women have no magician to make easy the way for us. None 
of us is a giant of strength or might: but, believe me, our school has made 
rapid strides. Not by magic has this been accomplished, but by courage, 
faith, determination and earnest work. Some magic wand has been waved 
about .those hills and valleys aronud Tallulah, and one beloved lady, for three 
years—Mrs. M. A. Lipscomb—has been the fairy god-mother. Her dream has 
become a reality. Our school is a model school in truth. It is molding the 
life of the community. 

All thines in life are comparative. For that reason I would like all 
visitors to see one of the regular mountain country schools, either before 
or after going to the Federation School. Try this experiment, will you not, 
and then see if you are not forcibly reminded of the wonder work of that 
seven-league-boot giant? Let me beg that every club woman who goes near 
our school will feel that she must see it for herstif. The building is well 
adapted to the school’s needs: The kitchen, with stove, tables and the cook- 
ing utensils are all clean and orderly, each article being in its proper place. 
Twice a week, I understand, they cook and serve a dinner for themselves. 
Of course, the children do the cooking. The girls are taught sewing; they 
are supplied with a sewing machine. The work shop is being put in shape 
for practical carpentry. 

The reception room for the mothers’ meetings is plainly but attractively 
furnished.. The piano given by Mr. George B. Sickles; of- Atianta, is helpful 
to the pleasure side of the schoo) life. In the same room a library is being 
started. Mrs. Lipscomb pointed with great pride to many new books sent 
by the mountain children’s good friend, Mrs. 8S. B. C. Morgan, of Savannah, 
who is president of the Georgia Mountain Education Association. This dear 
friend, though in deep grief for the loss of a loved one, has this school on 
her heart, and besides sending $150 recently from her association, she plans 
and helps by presenting its needs to her friends, and she also sends the 
names of persons who may become interested. Her association last year 
gave five ($50.00) scholarships. Oh, that mountain associations like hers 
may multiply in number to help us place our model schools wherever they 
And, my friends, do not doubt the need of such schools.

As a body they are clean and neatly dressed. One of the girls this fall 
will] enter the freshman class at the State Normal] Schoo] at Athens. From 
our Cass Station School two pupils have applied for scholarships this sum- 
mer. This fact proves that our teaching is of the right kind, leading in the 
right direction. 

Only a short distance from Tallulah I visited a county school. There 
were sixty pupils. The school house was unattractive and not a shining ex- 
ample of cleanliness. The children themselves had not been taught the be- 
neficent use of soap and water. They were not responsive, their faces did 
not lighten up with intelligence. One young boy who attends that schoo! 
we met down at Tallulah. It was impossible to get any answer to questions 
addressed to him. He would give* only a vacant stare. Later, because of 
kindly attentions, he lingered about the house two days, escorted us to the 
school, and finally he volunteered to ask me if I was coming up to the school 
before Christmas. Upon being answered in the negative and asked why, 
he said, “Well, us wants to send you a box of apples for Christmas.” More

questions revealed the fact that 
portable earthly possession. 

The poverty, the suffering because of it, the ignorance and narrowness 
of those shut-in mountain people is appalling. They are our Anglo-Saxon 
brothers, Georgians as we are, with souls, minds and bodies to be developed. 
These children represent the future citizens of Georgia. What are you and 
I doing to help them? Let us ponder over the question seriously. 

The eleven district agricultural schools are today doing more to help 
this class of citizenry than any other agency in Georgia. Mrs. Morgan and 
her sister, Mrs. Peter Meldrim, both of Savannah, are vitally interested in 
our state educational problems, and together the three of us visited the agri- 
cultural school two miles out from Clarkesville. 

It is impossible to commend too highly this work. Those of us who have 
dreams for our own model schools know where to find the models. We 
must not confine our work within doors, but take our boys and girls as soon 
as we are able into God's out-of-doors and teach them gardening, crop and 
fruit culture; hog, sheep and cattle raising; teach them to use their hands 
and brains intelligently, to get the most out of the soil; teach them what 
fruits and crops, animal life, ete, are best adapted to their monutain world. 

Just onesphase of our school work at Tallulah I have not yet touched 
upon—our model Teachers’ Cottage. The story of a small rented one you 
know and the plans for the. proposed new building you have recently seen 
in our club columns. Mrs. Lipscomb is so anxious to make a start with this 
building, and there is only one obstacle in the way—we have no money to pay 
for the labor of building. Fortunately, most of the building materials have 
been donated. Mrs. H. H, Tift, of Tifton, the chairman of this building com- 
mittee, has not been well and has been for the summer at Mystic, Conn. Why 
can we not give her a pleasant surprise an her return by letting her find 
that we have started the ball to rolling in earnest? 

Comrades, we have never yet failed, let us put our shoulder to the wheel! 
Let's get this money before many suns shall have set. I will gladly prove my 
earnestness by subscribing $100.00. If this’ chord finds an echo in any of 
your hearts, write me promptly, or to Mrs. M. A. Lipscomb, Athens, or to 
Mrs. John K. Ottley, Atianta.

We find what is a very common condi- 
tion fn our work, a chronic congestion, 
possibly a badly infiltrated condition 
of the prostatic urethra, a portion of 
the anatomy that is always very sensi- 
tive and the more punching through it 
with sounds, and applications of harsh 
and irritating applications or irriga- 
tions only tend to make the case worse 
instead of better. 

Case after case do I see treated for 
Stricture when no stricture exists, 
simply an infiltration of the tissues 
that compose the urethra, and which 
need no operations at all. And on the 
other hand, I see case after case 
treated for gleet or some other compli- 
cation or sequela of gonorrhoea, that u 
little care would.reveal to the doctor 
a Stricture which ought to have been 
discovered early in its formation, when 
it could have been, quite probably, 
very easily cured.
